A dm inistration leaders faced the 
contest w ith considerable appre­ 
hension because their prog ram was 
threatened 
writh disaster 
by 
a 
bellig erent coalition of Dem ocrats 
and 
Insurg ents. 
All indications 
pointed to a considerable rev ision 
of the bill in 
the senate, particu- 
uarly as to the w idespread increas­ 
es placed 
upon industrial 
duties. 
The new ag ricultural 
schedule, 
carry ing 
the hig hest 
protection 
ev er 
g iv en farm 
products, ap­ 
peared safe, chiefly 
because the 
D em ocrats 
and Insurg ents 
hav e 
ag reed to support the adm inistra­ 
tion’s recom m endation in this re­ 
spect, 
EARLY PA SSA G E DOUBTED 
The tariff wra r will last throug h­ 
out the rem ainder 
of the special 
session of cong ress, which Presi­ 
dent Hoov er called 
to solv e the 
farm relief problem. 
It m ay ev en 
drag on into the nex t reg ular ses­ 
sion, w hich sta rts in December, al­ 
thoug h adm inistration leaders will 
direct all th eir 
efforts to enact­ 
m ent of the bill a t the special ses­ 
sion. 
Prospects 
of its early en­ 
actm ent were 
clouded with doubt 
and m any senators feared the bill 
would still be before the 
ir 
the new' y ear despite the th reats 
of 
some Republican 
leaders 
to 
abandon it nex t Jan. 1, if it has 
not become a law' by then. 
The Insurg ents were in open re­ 
v olt ag ainst the bill in its present 
form. 
T heir defection 
from the 
Republican 
ranks will force ad­ 
m inistration 
leaders 
to rally a 
considerable 
num ber 
of recruits 
from the D em ocratic p arty if the 
bill is to 
be sav ed in the senate. 
This m ay be possible as a num ber 
of D em ocrats hav e stood for hig h 
protection for their home products 
and m ay join an alliance w ith the 
adm inistration 
forces 
to secure 
enactm ent of the bill.

By Search 


LONDON, O., Sept. 4—flNS)- 


The queution has been asked heie 
about who owned the first bathtub 
in London and a most interesting 
historical search i3 under way in 
this Madison-co community. 


Diligent search was made here 


several years ago for the record of 
the firat bathtub in the city, but 
the reports were somewhat cloud- 
ed and the result was none too sat- 
isfactory.

A committee on rural co-opera- 


tiOD has been formed by the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women's clubs, 
; -which is working to establish a 


Woman's club in every county in 


. each state in the country. Excel- 


lent progress is being made in 
many states. Arkansas, for in- 
stance, has 40 of the state's 75 
Counties organized with country 
Women's clubs. 


Rural life was hard on the wo- 


men of a former day. They toil- 
ed and struggled 
in their simple 


homes, with far too little variety 
They were usually about exhausted 
by the time a day was over, and 


• had no -energy Vith which to go 


around socially. Yet if they could 
nave braced up and joined some 
useful 
organization 'they would 


have learned much about how to 
improve'^ their working and home 
conditions, -and they would have 
had better courage to face life's 
difficulties, and inspiring thoughts 


- would have come into their lives. 


Today such clubs of farm and 


rural igprnen have become a power 
to. country life. The women from 
the lonely homes do not feel so 
solitary when they get out to these 
pleasant meetings, and come in 
contact with their neighbors. They 
hear able addresses, and feel more 
In touch with modern life and no 
longer feel isolated and remote. 


Many of these women are very 


well educated and intelligent, they 
can write papers and give talks 
that would be creditable to any 
organization anywhere.

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LEFT-ARM SIGNAL 


.The left-arm 
signal use'd by 


motorists, which should be one of 
the most useful signals in existence 
is rapidly Incoming one of the 
most confusing. 


It is easy, if you take care, to 


give the driver behind you an ex- 
act idea df'what you intend to do, 
wfien you extend your arm. You 
can point straight to the left, in- 
dicating a left turn; you can mo- 
tion the following driver to pass 
on your 
left, indicating a right 


torn; you can extend the palm, 
open, in such a way that anyone 
behind you will know you are go- 
ing to stop. It is quite simple. 


"But does it work out that way? 


It does not. Each driver has his 
own notions. You drive down a 
street* and presently you see a 
hand dangling out of the window 
of the car ahead- It hangs, limp 
and intert or perhaps; it points 
benignly toward the sky- and it 
may mean anything. The driver 
may be perparing to turn to right 
or left, he may be knocking the 
ashes off a cigaret, he may be 
pointing out the beauties of a tall 
building or he may be reaching his 
hand out to see if it is, perchance, 
raining. 


The left hand signal could be ex- 


tremely useful. Our carelessness. 
however, often makes it more con- 
fusing than no signal at all.
